by which this offence is to be brought 
home to them, are attended with. ſome pe- 
culiarity, it will be my duty to ſtate to you 
ſome of the leading features of the caſe, and 
the law as I apprehend it. Gentlemen, in 


order to conſtitute the offence of highway 


robbery, it is unqueſtionably neceſſary that 
an attack ſhould. have been made on the 
perfons of - thoſe that come to complain, 
and that their property ſhould have been- 
taken from them againſt their will, with 
ſome degree of force: on this occafion the- 
terror which has been applied to the pro- 
ſecutor, and which has induced him to part 


with his money, is not that which has been 


then on duty, and d 


applied by any weapon threatening him 
with perſanal danger, but it is that which, 
under the authority of all the judges in. 
England, conſtitutes as effectual a terror in 
a highway robbery, as if the moſt tremen- 


dous inſtrument by which perſonal miſchief 


can be committed, was produced, and 


threatened to be applied. Gentlemen, the 


priſoners, as you may collect from their 
appearance, are ſoldiers in the guards; the 
proſecutor of the preſent indictment is, and

neas, that he ſhould go into a publick- 
- houſe, and ſign a note for the two guineas, 


and after a great length of purſuit the man 


parted with ſeven thilliags more of his pro-

the courſe of a very few months: I ſtate it 


to you, that at laſt worn down by thoſe 
repeated ſolicitations, ' he was driven to 
apply to a friend, and what paſſed- between 
one of rhe prifoners at the bar (for the 
other was not preſent at that time) will be 
extremely material and important for yu 
to take into your conſideration. Gentle- 
men, the proſecutor, Sharpe, after having 
been repeatedly applied to, and as repeatedly 


pillaged of his property, applied to a perſon 


of the name of Simms, who keeps a-green- 


grocer's ſhop, for his advice and aſſiſtance, 


and at one of the meetings Simms was pre- 


ſent, and he ſeems to have acted with as 
much propriety as one would expect; he 


applies to Templeman, who was with 
another man, not ineluded in this indict- 
ment; coming into the room in which 
they were together, he ſays to Sharpe, are 
theſe the men that have extorted money 
from you ?. this was in the hearing of 
the priſoner Fempleman ;- the proſecutor 


faid, yes; upon which. Simms proceeded 


to ſtate to them, that he wondered at their 
conduct, as they were ſubject to a capital 
charge, and that he ſhould think they 
might be in liquor; the reply made by 


Templeman is of extreme importance ; he 


ſaid, he was not in liquor, he knew very 
well what he was about, and admitted he 


was one of thoſe, who had already extorted 
money from the proſecutor : gentlemen, . - 
Mr. Simms: ſtul proceeded, | he . ſaid, for 
God's ſake has there ever been any thing 


indecent paſſed between you and any of 


"theſe men? to which the proſecutor pro- 
teſted his innocence, as he will do to night 
on his oath; and both the perſons then. 
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preſent admitted there had been no charge 
whatever againſt this man, that they might 
us well have made the charge againſt a per-

him. Gentleman, if a man is of unnatural 
practices and tendencies, in the name of 
God let thoſe who know it, and can prove 
it, thruſt him to the bar of criminal juriſ- 
diction; let ſuch a man meet with the pu- 
niſhment due to his merits ; but God for- 
bid that ſhould be made a pretence upon 
which bad and guilty men ſhould extort 
from the king's ſubjecis the money from 
their pockets; even if that afforded a de- 
fence, if it ſhould throw a ſhade on the 
teſtimony of the proſecutor, ſuch a caſe 
does not exiſt in truth; the man will him» 
ſelf deny it; the man himſelf will ſolemniy 
tell you, that he never ſaw theſe men but - 
under the guilty circumſtances I have 
ſtared, and he will confirm this by the tef- 
timony of Simms; and I have material 
witneſſes to ſhew you that the character of

ner and under the threats I have ſtated to 


you, it is a highway robbery ; but there is 
fill, Gentlemen, 4 moſt important and very 
anxious queſtion remaining behind; if that 
which conſtitutes a highway robbery has 


been committed, by whom has it been com- 
_ mitted?” Gentlemen, beyond all queſtion 
by the two priſoners at the bar, if you be- 


lieve the witneſs, the proſecutor; if you 
believe him, he will tell you he had fre- 
quent opportunities of knowing the perſons 
of them both, which makes it beyond all 


gqueſtion that they were the men; he will 


ſtate to you the converſations he had with 
them, which will put it out of all doubt: 
Gentlemen, it is my duty to make theſe 
obſervations to you; and it occurs, in pro- 
ſecutions of this nature, to aſk the queſtion, 
Has the witneſs a fair, honeſt, unimpeached, 
irreproachable, and untainted character? IS 


he a man ſingled out by the villainy of others, 


for the purpoſe of having this ſort of charge 
made upon him? becauſe, as I ſtated yeſter-- 
day, the beſt men in ſociety may be the: 

victims of thoſe charges, on the proſecu- 
tion of the worſt men that diſgrace human. 
nature; but if a bad man ſhould come for- 
ward, Juries: will look anxioufly into the: 
character of the perſon making the accuſa-- 
tion : Gentlemen, as a lawyer, I hold my-: 
ſelf intitled to ſtate to you, that it could 
make no difference in the caſe, if you ſhould 
be perſuaded that a man had been guilty of 
the filthy practice which this extortion: 
ſtates ; fill, if theſe men, inſtead of drag-- 
ging him to the courts of juſtice, chuſe to. 
gratify their own avarice, it would ſtil} be 
a. highway robbery; but God forbid that, 
whilſt we in this country have the benefit. 
of trial by jury, any ſuch law ſhould be 
ſtated" as governing the deeiſion of the caſe :- 
Gentlemen, I afk your: verdict for the pub 
lick on this plain, manly, and . intelligible: 
ground; Do you, on the reſult, believe all 
the witneſs tells you? If you believe him, 
when he ftates himſelf. to have been an in- 
nocent and poor man, to have been under 
the terror of ſuch. accuſations, of ſuch 
threats, borne down by the apprehenſion of 
danger, and induced to. part with his pro- 
perty ; if you believe the ſtory he tells you, 
publick juſtice, pablick ſecurity, demand 
that the priſoners at the bar ſhould be made 
victims to that publick juſtice and to that 
publick ſecurity; but, on the other hand, 
I feel I ſhould diſgrace the ſituation I hold 
in ſociety, I feel I ſhould diſhonaur the 
gown have now the honour of wearing, 
if J did not ſtate this to be my opinion; 
That if you ſhould find the proſecutor, in 


the courſe of his evidence, equivocating 


with truth, tampering with juſtice, con- 
cealing any part of that which the intelli-

gent eye of a Jury ſhould ſee, on all oeca- 


| liens; if there be any contamination in his 


character, and he appears interpoſing other 
men between himſelf and danger, dragging - 


others forward, to be placed in that peril 
that is due to his own crimes; I for one, 
ſay, God forbid, that their blood ſhould 
be. ſacrificed on the. teſtimony of ſuch a 
witneſs; therefore, I on the part of the 
proſecutor, invite your ſerious attention, 
aye, and I beg leave to crave the ſuperin- 
tending attention of the Court co; if on 
this occaſion, my learned friend ſhould be 
able to call witneſſes to you, who ſhould 
caſt 2 ſhade. on the character and conduct 


of the proſecutor, and on that evidence 


which he will now give on his oath, in the 
name of God, Gentlemen, let the pri- 
ſoners have the advantage of the doubt; it 
it is better, it has been often faid, that 
guilty: men ſhould-eſcape from the difficulty 
of proof, and the doubt that hangs over 
that proof, than that you and the ſacred 
adminiſtrators of juſtice fitting on this 


bench, ſhould run the riſk. of dooming to 


death a fellow creature, on precarious. or 
uncertain evidence. Gentlemen, I have 


feebly done my duty thus far; I have ad- 


dreſſed you, as | am informed you are to 
expect that a ſnhade will be attempted to be 
caſt on the teſtimony of that witneſs; on 
the one hand you have an important duty 
upon you, to take care that you do not 


give too much credit to the evidence of a 


witneſs coming forward; and on the other 
hand, it is your duty to the publick, it is 
your duty to a private individual, the pro- 
ſecutor, to attend to his teſtimony. Gen- 
tlemen, you owe it to your oaths, to your 
conſciences, and to your God, to get at 
' the truth by the beſt. lights that the evi- 
deacs ſhall afford you, and to ꝑive a juſt and 
ſatisfactory credit on the preſent occaſion. 
Gentlemen, I ſhall conclude my addreſs to 
you, with hoping, and  intreating, that 


the God of all truth, may lead you to 


that which is the right and proper mode 
of inveſtigation, in this important caſe.

Mr. Garrow. I underſtand you are the 
porter at a carpet warehoufe under the 
Piazza, Covent-Garden?—Yes; 1 am 
the foreman there; I have lived there 24 
years laſt Auguſt: on the 27th of Auguſt, 
I, for the firſt time, ſaw the priſoner Platt.

which is long; I. ſaw a ſoldier which was 


Roberts; I aſked him what he wanted with 


me, he faid he came from ſome ſoldier 
which he named, but I do not recollect it, 
he ſaid, did I know none of the Coldſtream- 
ers; I did not know they went by that 
name then; I faid no; he aſked me if I 
knew him, or not; I told him no, I was 
clear I had never ſeen him before in my 
life, to my knowledge; he ſaid very poſſi- 
ble, but if I would ſtep round the corner, 
there .was-a;.young man there, a ſoſdier, 
which. I ſhould know; I anſwered him, 
that I ſhauld go amongſt none of them; he 
ſaid he only wanted half a crown for the 
ſoldiers, that had been with me before, fos 
them to drink, before they marched, which 
would be. the next morning, for they were 
going abroad; I told him, it was an extra- 
ordinary thing, that a man with a rational 
underſtanding ſhould come to demand mo- 
ney, whom I had never ſeen before; I am 
very clear, this was the priſoner Roberts.

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N the iſt day of December ſeſſions, 

1790, RAYN WICK otherwiſe REN- 
WICK WILLIAMS was ſet to the bar, 
when the opinion of the judges on his caſe, 
which had been referved, was delivered by 
Mr. Juftice Aſhurſt, as follows: 


Renwiek Williams, you have been tried 
at the Old Bailey ſeſſions, in July laſt, on 
an indictment founded on a ſtatute made in 
the Gth year of the reign of his late Ma- 
jeſty, King George the Iſt; and the in- 
dictment charges, that you, on the 18th of 

2 in the Zoth year of his preſent 
Majeſty's reign, at the pariſſ of St. James's, 
in a certain public ſtreet, called St. James's- 
ſtreet, wilfully, maliciouſly,. and feloniouſly, 
did make an aſſault on Ann Porter, ſpinſter, 
with intent, wilfully and maliciouſly to tear, 
ſpoil, cut, and deface her garments ; and 
that you on that faid 18th of January, in the 
pariſh aforeſaid, -in the faid public ſtreet, 
did wilfully, maliciouſly, and felonioufly, cut, 
tear, and deface her ſilk gown and ſhift, being 
part of her wearing apparel which ſhe then 
had on, and wore on her perſon, againſt 
the form of the ſtatute; upon this in- 
dictment the jury have found you guilty ; 
but your counſel made two objections in 
arreſt of judgment ; the one to the form of 
the indictment, and the other to the ſub- 
ſtance of it, namely, that the facts as proved, 
did not conſtitute the offence intended to 

be puniſhed by this act df parliament. A 
majority of the judges are of opinion that 
both the objections are well feunded; .in 
reſpect to the firſt, the words of the ſtatute 


make it neceſlary that the aſſault and the 


tearing ſhould be at one and the ſame time; 


whereas, here it is not laid as the fame act; 


'but for any thing that appears on the face, 


of this indictment, it may be that the aſ- 
ſauk was on one part of the day, and that 
the tearing of the clothes might be on 
another part of the day; becauſe. it does not 
fay that you made an aſſault on ſuch a day, 
and then and there tore the clothes, but 
that you made ſuch an aſſault on ſuch a days 
and that on the ſaid 18th of January, you 
wilfully tore the elothes,- Now, the law in 
favour of a priſoner, requires the utmoſt 


preciſion, and is not to be made out merely - 


by inference; therefore the indictment was 
certainly not properly os accurately laid: 
with reſpect to the other part of the ob- 


jection, that the caſe as proved, was not 


ſubſtantially within the intent of the act 
of parliament; a majority of 8 . 

likewiſe of opinion that it is not. The oc- - 

caſion of enacting this law, was, that a 
crime of a very extraordinary and unac- 
countable nature was then committed, by 
fearing clothes in the ſtreet for the mere 
fake of miſchief; and to bring this caſe 


within that act of parliament, the primary | 


intention of the. perſon muſt be the tearing 
of the clothes ; whereas, your primary in- 
tention appears to have been the wounding 
the perſon of the proſecutrix: the legiſla- 
ture never looked forward to a crime of fo 
diabolical a nature, as that of wounding his 


Majeſty's ſubjects in a moſt ſavage manner, 
for the mere purpoſe of wounding them, 


without any provocation to the party; if 
they had, it is probable they would have 
annexed a ſtill higher puniſhment for ſuch

an offence, than that in the act of parlia- 
ment; but as the legiſlature did not appre-

Gentlemen of the Fury. You have pro- 
bably many of you, perhaps all of you, 


been ſo frequently called upon to aſſiſt in 


the adminiſtration of the juſtice of your 


Country in that important character, in 


vehich you are now inveſted, that it would 
be very unneceſſary for me to attempt to 
give you any delcription of that offence 
which the law in the technical language it 
is accuſtomed to uſe, has denominated an 
aſſault and battery; you know very well the 
nature of that offence; you know in gene- 
ral to what you are to apply the evidence 
you hear when ſuch an offence is opened. 
Gentlemen, if this deſeription of the priſo- 
ner's offence would corivey to your minds 
any adequate idea of it, it would be very 
unneceſſary either for me, or for any perſon 
Counſel againſt the priſoner charged with 
an offence like this, to give you any very 
laboured or detailed deſcription of it, un- 
doubtedly it would; but Gentlemen, ſuch 
is the ſtate of the law in this country, (tho” 
I am ſure you will preſently ſee, on the 
ſmalleſt confideration, it is no reproach to 
that law,) that that very peculiar, and very 
extraordinary crime, unprecedented as it is, 
and which. J hope will furniſh no example 
to others, that extraordinary crime which 
it is my duty to day to open to you, thoſe 
who proſecute are reduced to the neceſſity 
of proſecuting it as an aſſault and bat 


tery only. Gentlemen, the buſineſs of le- 


giſlation in making laws by which the peace 

and welfare of fociety are to be ſecured, is 
the effort of civil wiſdom, founded on com-- 
mon experience; the legiſlators are not 
ſpeculatiſts on crimes, legiſlators are not 
ſpeculatiſts on the human heart, they cannot 

forefee all the miſerable courſes of depravity 


which it will take, they muſt therefore pro- 
ceed according to experience and to civil wiſ- 


dom; they. muſt provide for ſuch crimes as 
that experience ſhews to have been com- 
mitted; we are perfectly familiar, therefore, 


_ - with thoſe crimes by which the high” roads 
are infeſted, and wü thoſe leſſer depreda- 


tions 
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tions in the ſtreets; thoſe alſo, by, which 
peaceable citizens are diſturbed in their 
dwellings in the night, and ſo of all the va- 
rious deſcriptions of crimes,. with which 
Courts of juſtice are unfortunately too fa- 
miliar, with theſe you are well acquainted ; 


but with a crime of the deſcriptian, . that 1 


am to have the misfortune to ſtate to you to 
day, no human legiſlature; no man who 
had in his power at any time heretofore the 
taſk of forming a rule for the conduct of 
his fellow. citizens, could poſſibly be ac- 
quainted, and it therefore ſtands unpro- 
vided for, as it ought to be, but not as I 


hope it will be, according to your verdict, 


and the ſentence of this Court; and as the 
moſt humane mind will think it ought to be, 
by that puniſhment which ought to follow 
far ſuch a crime, of ſuch a nature; a crime, 
Gentlemen, baffling all human ſpeculation, 
confounding all the chronicles of this Court, 
and ſimilar Courts, in all ages of the world. 
Gentlemen, it is yet however true, that 
this crime has been committed; and if in 
looking for a motive for it, if in ſearching 
for any poſſible inducement, you thould 
find that ſearch defeated, I am fure you 
have too much experience yet to doubt the 
fact, which will be proved to you beyond 
the poſſibility of a cavil. Gentlemen, if 
we were upon no occaſion to believe a fact, 
the motive of which we cannot diſcern; it 
we were to turn the want of motive into an 
argument of diſbeliefof the fact; God knows 
we ſhould be (I will not ſay every day) but 
we ſhould be frequently the dupes of our in- 
credulity z and becauſe we do not diſcover by 
referring. either to our own minds, or to the 
principles of juſtice, any impulſe by which 
the perſon charged with the imputation of 
is crime, could have acted; it would be 
ſingular indeed, if the want of that motive, 
and the impoſſibility to diſcover that impulſe, 
ſhould. operate on our minds as a doubt of 
the fact. Gentlemen, it would be an af- 
fecdation, perfectly uſeleſs, to attempt to 
hide from you the tranſactions which were 
imputed to the priſoner; and which no 
doubt have been from time to time the 


verſation. Gentlemen, upon the- perſon, 
whaever he was, who perpetrated thofe 
crimes, and who was the hero of thoſe ex- 


ploits, the publick have ſtamped an appli- 


cation that propriety has juſtified by -the 
ſtricteſt uſe of language; the greateſt maſter 
in the language, which this country ever 
poſſeſſed, having defined that application, 
by which the perpetratar of theſe crimes

REBECCA GALE ſworn. 

I live in Cable-ftreet, No, 44: I buy and 
ſell old ſtockings. On the xit day of this 
new year, I was in Roſemary- lane, felling 
my property, which were old ſtockings 
mended : a man came and aſked me,the 
price of a pair of ſtockings ; and he called 
me on one fide ; and he would not deal for 
the ſtockings; and the priſoner Charles 
Aildin came between the man and me while 
we were trying to deal, and put his hand 
into my front pocket, and took out one 
half crown piece, one ſhiiling, twoſix-pences, 
and fixpeany worth of halfpence ; my pocket 
was tied on the front of my apron; [I 
ſeized the priſoner Alldin's hand in my 
pocket, as he was drawing it out of my 
pocket, and aſked him to give me my mo- 
ney, for I knew him verv well; I had feen 
him a great many times before; I called 
out immediately that I was robbed ; I held 
him faſt by the coat ſome minutes, while 
he had the money in his hand, and was try- 
ing to get from me; I ſaw part of the mo- 
ney in his hand, though his hand was 
claſped ; he could not cover the whole of 
it; the other two priſoners, and - ſeveral 
others whom I did not know, came to 
aſſiſt; and the other two priſoners both 
ſaid, if I did not let him go, they would 
break my b—y arm; and they tore the 
priſoner from me by main force, and he 
made his eſcape ; it was between three and 
four in the afternoon ; the man that was 
dealing with me, brought back- the little 
boy, Alldin ; the man is not nere; Alldin 
aſked me to ſearch him, and ſaid, he had 
no money; he was not ſearched, but taken 
before a magiſtrate ; in taking him along, 
the other two priſoners, and many more 
followed me, and ſaid to him, what did the 
b—y old bitch ſay you had robbed her of:? 
and ſomebody gave me a blow; I had re- 
ceived one before, but cannot tell by whom; 
the priſoner Alidin- ſaid, if I did not let 
him go, he would cut my arm off; and 


they took him from me by main force, and 


all eſcaped. I got an officer, one Cooke; 


and he went with me and two others on 
Saltpetre-bank, and met Daniel Buckeridge; 


it was between nine and ten in the evening; 


it was dark; I told the officer he was one 
of them; I knew him again, and they took 


him directly; then we went into a public 


houſe cloſe by, and took Cooke ſtanding by 
the fire-fide; I knew him perfectly well; 


thoſe two men were taken to the magif- 
trate's; then we went to another public 


houſe on Saſtpetre-bank, full of little boys, 


and took the priſoner Alldin ; he was under 
. the table; they pull-d him out ; I ſaid, you 


little rogue, why did you rob me? he ſaid 
he did no ſuch thing, for I had taken him 
from a woman's ſtall, where he was buying 
a halfpennyworth of ſauſages, and a far- 
thing's worth of potatoes; and he ſaid that 


I beat him; and 1 believe I did ſtrike him 


once or twice; then he was taken before a 
magiſtrate ; I am perfectly ſure to the three 
priſoners ; Alldin for robbing me, and the 
other two for affronting me; I have ſeen 
them ſeveral times before. 

Court. Are you ſure that the priſoner 
Alldin had not got his band out of your 
pocket, before the other priſoners came up 
to him; I am; he had not before the 
other prifoners came up and reſcued him. 

Had they made uſe of the expreſſion of

My houfe was broke open on the 
gth of January, about a quarter after ſeven 
in the evening; my wife and me were com- 
ing home from chapel on Sunday evening; 
the chapel is about a furlong from our 
houſe ; and I ſaw a light in the bed-cham- 


ber, up one pair of ſtairs; I got in my 


houſe as quick as I could; a neighbour fol- 
| lowed me; I got in by unlocking the fore 
door; I went out about a quarter before 
ſix in the evening; all the doors and win- 
dows were faſt; there. was an empty houſe 
next to mine, which door was open ; and 
the back door was open; when I was going 


up ſtairs, I heard the cracking of glaſs; and | 


I went out at the front door, and cried out 


thieves ! and in about a quarter of an hour 


after, the priſoner was taken by my land- 
lord, John May; after the man was taken 
to the watch-houſe, I went home and 
ſearched my houſe, and miſſed the things in 
the indictment; on the priſoner there was 
found between three and four ſhillings in 
halfpence, and ſome ſix-pences, and a half- 
crown, King Witham and Queen Mary, 
which I ſwear to; the clothes were ready 
to take away; and the window was broke; 
the clothes conſiſted of two cloth coats, a 
pair of velveret breeches, a' gown and pet- 


+ ticoat, all packed up in this bag, on a cheſt. 


under the window where the man got out; 
the things are mine; their value is, i think, 
about three pounds; EF will ſwear they are 
worth that; I let the things remain in the 
bag, and went to the watch-bouſe again; I 
ſaw the priſoner ſearched, and found the 
money I mentioned, and a remarkable halt- 
penny. ft...

Had you taken notice whether you left 


that ſhut when you went to the chapel ?— 


Ves; it was bolted with one iron bolt, in 
the infide ; and the iron bolt was wrenched 
open by a large chiſel, which was found up 
ſtairs by Armſtrong ; it was no tool of 
mine; I ſaw Armſtrong take it up by the 
cheſt ; Mr. Armſtrong fitted the chiſel to 
the door; it anſwered. |

ELIZABETH REE ſworn, 
I am wife of the laſt witneſs. About a 
quarter after ſix, my huſband and me went 
to chapel, and bolted and locked the door 
after us; we came home about a quarter 
after ſeven, or twenty minutes; and when 
I came home, I ſaw a light in the one pair 
of ſtairs room; ve got a light, and went in; 
and going up ſtairs, I heard the window 
ſmaſh all to pieces; the lead light; it did 
not open; my huſband went out; I ſtaid 
within; Hooked about the houſe, and went 


up ſtairs; I found this large bag, with theſe 


clothes in this bag: ( depoſes to the things ): 
I ſaw them in the cheſt; it was not locked; 
I was very much frightened; I had not 
much power to look about the room; I ſaw 
Armſtrong find a chiſel, and fit it to the 
back door, which was broke open, and 


which had been faſtened with a large bolt; 


the door poſts” were all forced with a chiſel 


all the way down; that door was faſt when - 
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we went out; I think I faſlened 1 it was 
dark when we returned.

Priſoner to Harris. Did not you aſk me 
what money I had about me? Ves; he 
told me he had got change for half a guinea 
of a gentlemen; I think he faid at the 


place where he dined ; and he ſaid to me, 
I cannot give you change except you take: 


| ſuch a half crown; then, ſays I, ſend for 
that gentleman? ſays he, I have nobody 


to ſend ; I told him any of the watchmen 


ſhould go for him; this was after the half 
crown was taken from him. | 
What did Armſtrong ſay to you in the 
watch-houſe half an hour or three quarters 
of an hour after the robbery ?—I do not 
recollect any thing particular that Arm- 
ftrong ſaid to me about the half crown.

ſilver: the proſecutor out of them half- 


pence ſaid there was one he knew; he 
looked at it in the preſence of Harris, and 
myſelf, and a watchman, and ſaid, this was 
the halfpenny; the half crown was before I 
came; it was only a talk about it: I went 
to the houſe by deſire of the proſecutor, 
and I faw this chiſſel by a box, and a bag, 
which his wife informed me had ſome 
clothes in; then I: went in preſence of the 
proſecutor to the. back door, and matched 
this chiſſel where ſomebody had tried to 


wrench the door; then I atked the proſe- 


cutor's wife, in preſence of her huſband 
and the officer, ſays I, do you know any 
thing particular in the halfpence? yes, ſhe 
ſaid, ſhe knew that there was ſome copper 


halfpence, and among them a piece of a 


halfpenny ; I produced all theſe halfpence, 


and ſhe picked this halfpenny out at the 


juſtice's; I would not permit her huſband 
to ſpeak to her, leſt he ſhould dire& her: 
I do not remember I ſhewed the halfpence 
at the proſecutor's houſe: theſe are the 
farthings I took from 'the priſoner,

The very afternoon ef this robbery I 
was coming from Deptford with a ſhip- 
mate; we ſtopped to have ſomething to 
eat and drink; we paid our reckoning ; 
I wanted change for half a guinea; ſome 
people, that were travellers or riders, gave 
me the change provided I took them halt- 
pence ; they gave us a half crown and ſome 
halfpence z we came into Biſhopſgate- 
ſtreet; my ſhipmate picked up a young 
woman; we went and had ſomething to 


drink in the courſe of ten minutes, and he 


went away with the young woman; ſhe 
ſaid ſhe lived at Hoxton ; they ſtood at 
the door'and talked about ten minutes or 


a quarter of an hour; ſays I, if you go up 
ſtairs I want to go ſome where; I ſaid I 


wanted to eaſe myſelf; ſays the young 
woman, if you go over ſome pales I will 


let you out, and you may come to us 
again; I went and heard the alarm of ſtop 
thieves ;.. I was in the neceſſary ; a woman 
came and took me; I told her I would give 


a good account of myſelf; I followed this 


good woman into her houſe, and as ſoon as 
1 got into her door the man laid hold of 
me: they did; they took me to the watch- 
houſe ; they aſked me what money I had 
about me? I ſaid I had change for half a 
guinea; ſays they, have you any half 
crowns ? I faid, yes; one: a man in the 
watch-houſe ſaid, I believe this is my half 
crown; ſays I, ſwear to it if you think 
proper; I faid, 1 had a ſmall quantity of 
ſilver beſides; I was locked up in a cage in 
this watch-houſe ; I was there three quar- 
ters of an hour; then this Armſtrong 
came and ſaid, I believe I know you, ſays 
he; ſays I, I am juſt come from ſea; I 
have not been in London : I took part of 
my. money out of my pocket, and he took 
part, and the profecutor was there, and 
Armſtrong ſaid, now tell me what you 
have loſt? ſays he, to the beſt of my 
opinion I think three or four ſhillings-worth 
of halfpence ; have not you loft nothing 
elſe ? ſays Armſtrong ; yes, ſays he, half a 
crown: he went home to ſee; and Arm- 
ſtrong ſaid, cannot you ſwear to this piece 
of a halfpenny ? I ſaid, ſays I, Mr. Arm- 
ſtrong, I took you to be a gentleman; I ſee 
plainly now what you are; you belong to 
the juſtice; you want to ſwear my life 
away: the next morning J was taken be- 
fore the juſtice; he aſked me what I had to 
ſay? I told him that was not a place for 
juſtice; ſays Harper, who was there, you 
villain, do you know what you are ſayjng ? 
ſays he, you villain, I Will knock you 
down; ſays I, it is no ſervice to ſay any 
thing at all. I have not a friend in the 
world; I have not been at home for ſix 
years; my chief witneſs when 1 got change 
at this publick houſe, he was a rider, a tra- 
veller; I ſent a letter to this place, and 
they ſaid, it was unknown when he would 
be at home; I ſubpœned him. When the 
man gave me the half crown, he ſaid, this 
is a very pretty half crown, it will ſerve

cutting board for that purpoſe, and went 
into the yard to waſh my hands; my wife 
called to me that ſomebody had opened the 
- door, and ſhutit; | went to fee who was 
there, and found the boots gone from the 
cutting board, where I had put them not 
two minutes before; I went out and faw- 
nobody; 1 came back and gave informa- 
tion at Bow-ftreet; my wife could tee in 
the ſhop fo as to ſee the door open or ſhut, 
though a perſon might by ſtooping come 
in without being ſeen. . 


HENRY CROEER fworn. 

I am one of the conductors of the patrols: 
belonging to Sir Sampſon Wright; and on 
the 17th I ſaw the priſoner coming along 
with ſomething under his coat; I chal- 
lenged him, and aſked him what he had? 
and he ſaid, a piece of cheefe, which he 
had bought; then | took him to the Brown' 
Bear, in Bow-ſtreet; there I ſearched 
him; I found a piece of cheeſe, ſome 
buckles, and a bottle of gin, and three ſmall 
knives; he faid, there were four knives; 
and I took the candle to look for it, and I 
ſaw theſe boots on his legs; I made him 
take them off; there was the maker's 
name on them; I went to the proſecutor's,

and he ſaid they were his: the priſoner told 


me his father was coachman to a gentle-

What part of the toon? —1 have for- 


got; I live in a houſe near the church; I 
forget the name of the church; I do not 
know the name of the ſtreet; I am come 
from Scotland; 1 have been in town two 
weeks ; the man's name is Maſter Lindley. 
J loſt the things in the Prince William 
Henry, a publick houſe, at Charing croſs. 
What buſineſs are you ?—I am no bu- 
ſineſs at all. | | 
No employment! — I am a miner; I 
was in the army a little while, not long; 
there was that man, Malcom, was along 
with us; I was going to the Invalid Office, 
to call for a gentleman, this lad and I; I 
Knew him before; and he was going to 
ſhew us where it was; Lowrie, the other 
lad that the things belonged to, was with 
us. | 
Where did you meet with the priſoner ? 
In the ſtreet, two days before; I never 
knew him before; me and Lowrie had 
come from Woolwich about two days ; he 
ſpoke to us firſt on London-bridge ; we 
never took notice of him; he aſked the 
other lad if he was going to Chatham; he 
was a ſoldier; and Lowrie aſked Malcom 
. if he was going to Chatham ; Lowrie had 
on a ſoldier's coat; Malcom ſaid, he was 
going to get his diſcharge ; he had his regi- 
mentals on; I never had any regimentals ; 
and Malcom ſaid, he would get a beating 
order from his ſerjeant to us, to go to 
Scotland, or get us down by ſea from the 
Scotch ſociety ; and we went into a publick 
houſe; he followed us into the White 
Hart, on this fide of the Thames; I believe 
it was near London- bridge; he drank with 
us; we had a pot of beer, and went away 
together ; and we went to one of his com- 
rade's houſes, as he told us; we ſat there 


about two hours; he ſaid, he would go 


and get the beating orders for us; he came 
back and ſaid, he could not get one; then 
we all three went to a place where he ſaid 
the Scotch Society fat ; they told us they 
could do nothing in it ; but they directed 
us to Mr. Frazer, at the Middielex Hoſpi-

tal; then we went to his quarters and ſlept 
all night; we all three went to him the 
next day; he ſaid, he could do nothing in

Malcom was not in the room, and the 
bundles were gone; we looked for him; 
we ſtaid there ſome time; then we went 
to Poplar to ſee for him; ſome of the peo- 


ple we left there were there when we came 


back; he did not come home all night ; 
the next morning we went to his com- 
manding officer; he belonged to the third 
regiment of guards; and by his directions 
we went back to Malcom's quarters, at 
Poplar; but he did not come; I never ſaw 
my bundle ſince; but I found Malcom on

In conſequence of an information you 
received, you went into the King's Bench 
priſon ?—Yes ;: on the grit of December 
laft, three went in firft, and three more 
came in afterwards, in five or ten minutes; 
there was Mr. Stainsforth, and myſelf, and 
George Barrow, they were all officers of 
exciſe ; Griffiths came after me, and the 
marſhal was with us; I went into the pri- 
ſoner's apartment, No. 6, in 15, up one 
pair of ſtairs, and there was ſome candles 
on a rod; the priſoner was there, and his 
wife, and his two children, all in a room 
eating their dinner; there were about one 
hundred and fifty or one hundred and ſixty 
rods of candles, about one hundred and 
forty or one hundred and fiſty pounds 
weight; Barrow, and me, and two of the 


marſhalmen went into his room, and then + 


they left me in poſſeſſion of theſe candles; 
there was what they call a dipping mould to 
make candles, and a tin kettie to melt the 
tallow in, and there were about forty or 


fifty pounds weight of candles in boxes; 
there was ſome cotton ſpread, for firſt dip- 


ping as we ſay; ſome few ſpread for firſt wet- 
ting, and there were cottons that were dreſ- 


ſed, ready for ſpreading; and there was 
cottons in balls, that is, before they are 
dreſſed, and there was a ſtage all round the 


room, to put the candles on when he made

I am an officer of exciſe; I was coming 
down ſtairs immediately after Griffiths, with 
a box of candles from Tucker's room, and 
I faw Griffiths attacked at the bottom of the 
ſtairs, by Tucker and a great crowd of 
people; I ſtood ſtill on the ſtairs with my 
box of candles, and Tucker endeavoured 
to take the box away from Griffiths, who 
had a box of candles in his hands, in 
this manner (one at each end); I faw them 
ſtrive which ſhould have the box; and 
Griffiths not letting go the box, I ſaw Tuc- 
ker ſtrike him on the right fide of his face;

143. JOHN RYAL was indicted for a 
miſdemeanor, to which he had pleaded Not 


Guilty, and deſired to retract that pies and 


to plead Guilty. 


He was ordered to be ſent to Newgate till 
an affidavit could be made that the plates 


were all brought up and ready to be de- 


ſtroyed by the defendant, and alſo with re- 
Joe? to his circumſtances. 


On Tueſday an affidavit was delivered in 
on the part of John Ryal, ſtating that he 


had ready to bring into court the whole of 


prints and books of the deſcription of which 
he had been proſecuted, and found guilty 
of expoſing to ſale. © And at the fame time 
the Attorney General prayed the imme- 
diate judgment of the court on the defen- 
dant, informing them, that he had, by the 
deſire of a very reſpectable deſcription of 
perſons in this kingdom, thought fit to 
bring ſeveral offenders before the court of 
that defeription ; and as to the preſent de- 

fendant,

fendant, he was not an indigent offender, 
but on the contrary, in a ſubſtantial way of 
buſineſs. therefore an excuſe of doing a 


ctime of the magnitude this was, did not 


appear in the leaſt to have any toundation 
with reſpect to him; and it muſt appear as 
a further aggravation of his offence, that he 
was a Citizen of London, keeping an open 
ſhop-in the heart of that city; and yet as 


ſuch thought it no crime to poiſon the 


intant younger minds of the whole of that 
community, and that this was not by the 
open and bold attack of vice, which might 
perhaps put perſons on their guard, and 
be reſiſted; but it was doing this—In- 
flaming paſſions in the young and tender 
mind, to an immoderate extent, when reaſon 
is not a match for them—inflaming thoſe 
paſſions which the Almighty has planted in 
the human breaſt, for wife purpoſes; be- 
cauſe tie did not chuſe that it ſhould reſt on 
the cold reaſon of man, Whether he ſhould 
have an everiaſting ſucceſſion of human 
beings, candidates for everlaſting happineſs ; 
that was too great an object to be left to us; 
but was made to ariſe from ſtronger mo- 
tives of our affections and paſſions. My 
lord (faid he) to poiſon then the ſpring of 
human ſociety, by thus contaminating the 
fountain, is a crime of ſo enormous a nature, 
that hardly any puniſhment I can call for 
can be adequate thereto ; and to an offender 
of this ſort, i publickly declare, I never will 
hear of any compromiſe in my chambers 
whatever: no atonement, or degree of 
atonement, ſhall be offered in my cham- 
bers : but as the defendant has made a full 
ſurrender of what plates and books of this 


deſcription were left behind, I therefore, on 


his behalf, beſeech the court, that he may 
have the full benefit of that ſurrender : let 
not that, in pronouncing judgement, be 
forgotten in his favour. I truſt, therefore, 
that your lordthip will inſtantly, if you ſhall 
ſo think fit, paſs that portion of judgment, 
which, "conſidering the atonement he has 
made, may be deemed ſufficient for the 
erime of thus expoſing to ſeduction the 
more younger part of the community. 


ww 
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The Recorder then proceeded to pronounde 
ſentence as follows : 7 


John Ryall, you have been convicted of 
publiſhing a very obſcene libel, ſo grols that 
common decency will not permit me to re- 
peat any article of what muſt give offence 
to all who are here; the tendency of ſuch 
a publication to corrupt the morals of both 
ſexes, is too manifeſt and too enormous to 
require any demonſtration ; if the print, 
like the one before us, can with impunity 
be placed into the hands of thoſe, who 
would either contaminate their own minds, 
or for the vileſt of purpoſes, corrupt and 
debauch the minds of others: in vain will 
parents, who with anxious ſolicitude watch 
the education of their children, hope to ſee 
their earlieſt endeavours to have their mo- 
rals free from corruption, their conduct 
chaſte, and their religion pure: in vain will 
parents hope to ſee their more laudable 
views for theſe good purpoſes crowned 
with ſucceſs: becauſe this work before us 
tends not -only to inflame the minds of the 
ignorant and innocent, to their own de- 
ſtruction ; but to make the conqueſt over 
innocence more compleat, it is endeavoured 
to be done by weakening the force of reli- 
gion, in holding up to ridicule the moſt 
facred characters. I cannot but take this 
opportunity of expreſſing my ſentiments 
reſpecting thoſe very diſtinguiſhed charac- 
ters, who have thought fit to bring con- 
viction home to perſons of your deſcription, 
that they merit the thanks, not only of this 
court, but of the community at large; it 


' ſhall therefore be the buſineſs. of this court 


to give them effect; and as example is the 
primary object of puniſhment, and that 
your puniſhment may deter others from 
offending in the like manner, for that pur- 
poſe I feel myſelf compelled to paſs the 
judgment I am about ro paſs, taking into. 
conſideration that you have attempted to 
make ſome ſmall reparation to ſociety for 
the offence you have committed, by a ſur- 
render of all the books and prints which 
have been found in your poſſeſſion ; theſe 
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are circumſtances that, before a court of 


juſtice, ought to bave ſome weight: had 
you not appeared now ſo circumſtanced, 
you would have been moſt indiſputably 
ſentenced to the pillory, and then God 


knows whether, with all the precaution 
that might have been taken, you might have 


come away alive : you have taken the moſt 
prudent part you could take, and that any 
man who hath offended the laws of ſociety 
can take, by making reparation to the ut- 
moſt of your abilities, in conſideration of 
which your puniſhment hath been very 


W 


much reduced, but yet not ſo much as to 


take away that impreſſion which it ought 
to make on your mind, and on the mind of 
any tradeſman who may attempt to do the 
injury to ſociety that you have attempted, 
which God forbid any man ſhould do: 
under theſe circumſtances your ſentence is, 
that you be fined fix jbillings and eight-pence, 
that you be impriſoned twelve months in 
Newgate, and find ſecurity for your good 
behaviour for three years, yourſelf in one 
hundred pounds, and two fecurities i m fifty 
pounds each, 


The Trials being ended, the Court proceeded to paſs &. entence as « follows

CLINCH, who" was convicted in 


January Seſſions of FOR- 


GERY, delivered by Mr. Baron PERRYN, Thurſday, Tune 9, 


1791, 


OHN CLINCH, You was in January 
feſſions, here at the Old Bailey, tried 
before me, on an indictment for forging a 
warrant or order unto James Purſer, for the 
delivery of goods, on the ſtatute of the 7th 
of his late Majeſty, with the name of Lewis 
Deſormoacks thereto ſubſeribed, purporting 
to be the ſubſcription of Lewis Deſormeaux, 
you being his ſervant in the buſinefs of a 
filk-dyer, purporting it to be a warrant or 
order to him, as ſervant, for the delivery of 
eight- pounds weight of raw filk, to the 
bearer of the ſaid warrant, or order, the 
tenor of which was ſet forth in the indict- 
ment, and was in 'theſe words as follows : 
„ Pleaſe to ſend by the bearer of that 
ce wharpe unmarked. L. Deſamoacks.“ 
With intention to defraud the ſaid Lewis 
Deſormeaux. | 

There was another count for uttering the 
ſame, knowing it to be forged, with the 
like intent, . 

And, a third and fourth counts, for forg- 
ing and uttering the ſame, with intent to de- 
fraud James Purſer. 

It appeared in the evidence that was given 
on the trial, that the proſecutor Lewis De- 
ſormeaux was a black filk-dyer in Spital- 
fields, that the priſoner had formerly lived 
with him as a ſervant or journeyman, Ot 
the 7th of December laſt, about eighty 
pounds weight of raw filk was taken by 
James Purſer, then a journeyman, to his 
own houſe, and delivered by him to his 
wife, Mrs. Purfer, and who received this 
filk ; ſhe depoſes, that on the 17th of De- 
eember, after ſhe had received this filk, the 
priſoner came to her houſe, and applied to 
her for eight pounds of filk, to take to a 


Mr. Hacker's, who dyed colours, and ſhe 


told him, ſhe had not fo ſmall a quantity ; 
upon which the priſoner ſaid that it was to 
be eight pounds weight of that filk wharpe 
ſhe had had that morning delivered to her ; 


and that Mr, Hacker, a dyer of colours, had 


ſent for it to Mr. Deſormeaux, and his fon 
had ſent the priſoner to her for the ſilk. 
She then aſked him if he was ſure he was 
ſent, he then produced this warrant or or- 
der, which is ſet forth in the indictment, 
informing her. at the ſame time, that the 
ſon of the proſecutor had ſent him with that 
order; ſhe alſo ſwore, that underſtanding, 
that the ſon was an apprentice to his 
father, the proſecutor, and managed the fa- 
ther's buſineſs in his abſence, ſhe gave him 
the goods, and he received them. Shealfo 
ſaid, that at the time, ſhe believed the pri- 
ſoner had been ſeen by the ſon, and the 
name to the warrant or order, was his 
hand-writing ; ſhe did not at that time at- 
tend to the ſpelling of the name, nor did 
ſhe know how he did ſpell it, for the name 
on the order was Deſamoacks, and the 
name of the proſecutor was Deſormeaux, 
She ſaid ſhe gave him the ſilk on the credit 
of the ſaid note, about ſeven pounds ten 
ounces, and ſhe proved the warrant or or- 
der, which warrant or order was proved by 


the proſecutor's foreman and ſon not to be his 


hand-writing. - | | 
This ſeems to be the evidence in this 
caſe, and after the evidence had been gone 
through, the Counſel for the priſoner took 
ſeveral objections on the act of parliament, 
and alſo on the form of the indictment; 
and this being a new caſe, ſentence was re- 


ſpired in order to take the opinion of the 


twelve. 
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twelve Judges, whether the warrant or or- 
der as ſtated in the indictment, was a war- 
rant or order againit the itatute, 

The Judges have taken this caſe into their 
very ſerious and deliberate confider-tion, 
and they have had more than one confe- 
rence upon it. On the reſult of which they 
are of opinion, 

Firſt, that on the conſtruction of this 
ſtatute, on which the proſecution is found- 
ed, that the warrant or order for the de- 
livery of the goods, muſt be either by 
the owner, or the perſon who has the 
diſpoſing power to do it.

caſe in the Old Bailey, from which they 
thought that the warrant or order muſt be

by laws, which are indiſpenſibly neceſſary 
for the ſecurity of us all, now and then, 


however painful it may be to do it, exam- 
ples mult be made even of perſons of the 
tender "+ gs of the unforttinate being at 


your bar. Gentlemen, the offence im- 


puted to him, if it. ſhould be made out by 


the evidence, is of a fort undoubtedly the 
moſt atrocious that any perſon can commit;

eye of mercy, and to take eſpecial care not 
to give more weight to the facts given in 
evidence againſt him, than thofe facts com- 
pe} and wring out of you, and to endeavour 
if you can to pronounce, him, innocent. 
Gentlemen, in trials like theſe very diffi- 
cult and very important poitits of law 
ſometimes ariſe; on the preſent occaſion, 
neither my Lord nor you will have any ſuch 
trouble; he that runs may read. There is 
no pretence to ſay that theſe premiſes burnt 
dy this offence belong to the priſoner; 
there is no pretence to ſay he had any 
intereſt in them; there is tſd | ſhadow 
of a queſtioſ in point of law: there- 
fore it will de entirely for 'you to de- 
cide that it muſt grow out of the fact.

alarm, he was ſecured, and his apartment 
ſearched. There will be no doubt about the 
law: the law and reaſon is this; that if 
any man ſhall burn the houſe of ano 
ther, he ſhall be guilty of the offence im- 
puted to him by the inditment ; and if he 
ſhall *do that, which in the ſeeond count is 
imputed to him, his. puniſhment ſhall be 


equal; namely, if he ſhall ſet fire to the 
houſe of another. It is now paſt all queſtion, 


that if you in the ſmalleſt degree burn the 


houſe of your neighbour, though you have 


done it, as ſome of the caſes have been, by 
buriiths your own, which if it extended no 
further, would be only a miſdemeanor; 
yet if you burn alſo the höuſe of your 
neigkbour, it will be the offence of arſon”; 
and the queſtion always will be who is the 
perſon guilty of the fact, upon which the 
law ariſes. Gentlemen, on ſearching the 
perſon of the priſoner, they found upon 
him, in his pocket, a flint, a ſteel, and ſome 
matches ; and on ſearching the bed to 
v hiek he retired, there was found a tinder 


box. Gentlemen, it wbuld be extremely 


difficult to account for any honeſt and lau- 
dable purpoſe for which he could be poſſeſſed 


of ſuch inſtruments : it is by no means an 


inconfiderable circumſtance that they are not 
found together; but that the tinder box is 
left in his bed- room, that they are found in 
his bed, and the matches and other imple- 
ments neceſſary for kindling the light found 
on his perſon, in his pocket. Gentlemen, 
this could have happened by no other means, 
it could not have happened from without, 
it could not have happened from within by 
the means of any other perſons, for they 
will be called to you *s witneſſes; how 
then could it happen?

pany with three others, all on horſeback, 
and their horſes loaded with tubs, as they 
call them ; they are the !ittle tubs in which 
they ſmuggle brandy ; one of the parties 
were leading horſes, and theſe horſes were 
loaded with tubs; Andrews, as his duty 
was, went to the foremoſt man, and at- 
tempted to take hold of that foremoſt horle ; 
when the priſoner, and two other perſons 
not in caſtody, came towards him, and 
made uſe of the moſt opprobrious language; 
not conrented with that, they immediately 
ſtruck him with a large weapon, and which 
might by poſſibility have ſubjected them to 
a higher indictment: they then meditated 


more ſevere uſape to im z bor, recovering 


immediately from his blow, he crept through 
a hedge, ad endeavoured to make his eſcape 
through a garden ; the prifoner and another,

ciently convincing ; and if the evidence you 
ſhall receive from one man, namely, An- 

drews, when aided by the conduct of the : 
man himſelf, his demeanour and behaviour; 


and if that man, fo ſtanding before you, 


and fo demeaning himſelf, appears to deſerve 
your credit, you will give the fame credit 
to one as you would give to the teſtimony 


of four ; particularly when there can be but 


one witneſs, you will think it your duty to 
attend to thoſe circumſtances from whence 
your opinion of him is to be founded ; and 
it is my deſire, that if, from any thing about 
the man, you fee there is any thing ſuſpi- 
cious, or doubt that his ſtory is not founded 
in truth, of courſe you will immediately 
diſcharge your duty by rejecting ſuch teſti- 
mony altogether : on the contrary, if his 
behaviour be ſuch as to demand your credit 
properly, you will be as much ſatisfied with 
that evidence coming from a ſingle witneſs, 
as if from more : but on the preſent occa- 
ſion there will be a corroboration of the. 
teſtimony of Andrews, namely, the teſti- 
mony of a woman to whoſe houſe he luckily 
eſcaped, and who was witneſs of his treat- 
ment ; ſhe will tell you the fituation of this

proſecutions are generally brought in this 

Court, where I may ſay, without any flattery 
to you, gentlemen, I always ſee the moſt 
reſpectable jury that this country can afford, 
ſo far that priſoners have the benefit of it: 
there is a little inconvenience now and then 
attending perſons being brought- up. from 
far counties . to make their defence here, as 
they cannot ſo readily come at their wit- 
neſſes that may be neceſſary for their de- 
fence; it is far to bring them; and there- 


fore, in caſes where there may by poſſibility 


be evidence that would reſiſt the accuſation, 
I do acknowledge that obſervation ſhould 
have. its full weight with the jury; but in 
the preſeat caſe, according to the circum- 


ſtauces I am ſtating to you, it is impoſſible, 


in the nature of things, if you believe An- 
drews, that there could. be any witneſs on 
the preſent occaſion. that would not be 
equally, offenders: with the priſoner ; there- 
fore, on the preſent occation, that obſerva- 


tion does not apply with him; for, how- 


ever J have already ſtated to you the nature 


of this offence, I have already ſtated to you 


the neceſſity there is of protecting the offi- 
cers of the revenue; to gentlemen of your 
deſcription. it is impertinent to make any 
comment on that; the oſieer muſt be pro- 
tected, the taxes muſt be collected, and 
_ theſe la us are alone made for the protection 
of thoſe; gentlemen. who are fair traders; 


for certain it is, that ſmugeling very much 


indeed interrupts: that claſs of - traders, 


Gentlemen, there is another circumſtance, 


which always will lead a jury with confi- 


derable ſatisfaction to the diſcharge of their

ſhould ſtand at this bar accuſed by the teſti- 
mony of a man who meant no wrong in- 
deed, but who had diſcloſed fo much as 
was neceſſary to criminate me. Only con- 
ſider, my Lord, the ſituation in which 1 
ſhould ſtand; and permit me to aſk, with 
8 humility, whether this caſe does dif- 
fer from that which I have been feebly re- 
preſenting? This woman might have re. 
covered after the examination; the offence 
would have been a different offence ; it is 
offered to you juſt as the examination in the 
caſe I have now ſtated; as the examination 
of a witneſs before a magiſtrate upon oath. 
As far as I have been able to tax my me- 
mory, I have not found one inftance where 
ſuch an examination has been received; 
and although my poor experience is ſo little, 
yet to be ſure the knowledge and experience 
of your Lordſhips, particularly of one of 
the learned Judges on the bench, would 
furniſh ſuch precedents, if any there are; 
therefore, I ſubmit that this evidence would 
be extremely dangerous, if received. 

Mr. Fitlding:\ This is not the exami- 
nation of a prifoner, but the examination. 
of x deceaſed... It. is an examination upon 
Oath. | ; | 

Ceurt. T have ruled againſt it. 

Mr. Fielding. You attended at the hoſ- 
pital, Sir, when the poor woman was 


there? — I did, the next day after ſhe was 


ſent there. | TAE, 
1 5 took her examination upon oath ? 
—I did. | | 
Have you that examination in writing? — 
I have. I took it myſelf; read it to her, 
ſigned it myſelf, and faw her mark it; 
which. ſhe did with great temper and 


great coolneſs, I recommended to her to 
be quiet and compoſed, and not-to hurry 
herſelf, but to ſpeak the whole truth. 
Mr. Garrow. My Lord, I beg par- 
don, this objection came by ſurpriſe ; but 
there is certainly an authority of very conſi- 
derable weight expreſsly in point, to ſhew 
that this examination under the circum- 
ſtances cannot be read. I beg pardon for 
it; the anſwer to my objection, as it is 
underſtood at preſent, is, that the ſtatute 
has authorized the magiitrates to take the 
examination of the priſoner, and of the 
witneſſes, to return them to the Court of 
Gaol Delivery; and if the witneſſes ſhould 
die in the mean time, theſe depoſitions 
ſhould be read. Statwe, the 2d and 3d of 
Philip and Mary, chap. 32, that applies to 
this queſtion. _ : 

The-confequence of the law is, that if 
an examination has been taken purſuant to 
the directions of this ſtatute, and certified 
here, that then, if occaſion requires, and 
if the caſe is let in by the death of the par- 
ty, it may be read; but I inſiſt that this 
examination is not taken purſuant to the 
ſtatute; that it is not one of thoſe pro- 


vided by the ſtatute, which I ſhall prove, 
firſt, by the language of the ſtatue, and 


then by the circumſtances of the caſe. The 
ſtatute ſays, ** That every Juſtice or Juſ- 
<« tices, before whom any perſon ſhall be 
« brought for manſlaughter, or felony, or 
“ ſuſpicion thereof, ſhall take the informa- 
„tion of thoſe perſons, and of the pri- 
% foner, of the fact and circumſtances 
< thereof, and as much thereof as ſhall be 
& material to prove the felony ſhall be put 
« into writing within two days, and re- 
* turned to the ſeſſions.” Ihe language 
of the ſtatute is, that the Juſtice has no- 
thing to do but with a man coming before 
him to be committed. This is an exami- 
nation which Mr, Juſtice Abington cer- 
tainly took, from very honourable and pro- 
per motives, from the deceaſed ; but it was 
not in the courſe of a judicial examination ; 
the priſoner was not preſent ; the priſoner 
was not on his defence; and though I ad- 
mit that there is no magic in a Juſtice's of- 
Non. VII. PART J. 
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fice, and though I adufit that he might have 
held examination in the hoſpital, actin 

ſtrictly in purſuance of the ſtatute of Philip 
and Mary, that he miglit have thus brought 
the priſoner before him, and then I agree 
that this examination might have been 
read. I take the liberty of telling your 
Lordſhip, that this caſe has been very tully 
conſidered indeed in the year 1789, in this 
place. When TI mention to you the autho- 


rity of the Lord Chief Baron, who was the 


trying Judge, aſſiſted by Mr. Juſtice 
Aſhurſt and Mr. Serjeant Adair, I fhall 
have inſtant credit for the cafe being fully 
conſidered. It was a murder of a wife by a 
huſband, of the moſt atrocious nature; it 
was a caſe as atrocious as that which is 
opened againſt the preſent defendant ; more, 
certainly, it cannot be, He had invited his 
wife to go out in the fields, manifeſtly for 
the purpoſe . of murder. A magiſtrate, of 
the name of Read, attended this poor wo- 
man in the poor houſe; he found her a 
baptiſed mulatto, in a ſtate of perfect recol- 
lection; he told her he was a magiſtrate 
come to take her examination, He admo- 
niſhed her to ſpeak the truth; and as ſhe 
appeared ſenſible of the importance and 
danger of falſehood, he adminiſtered an 
oath to her. He took her examination, 
read it over-to her, and gave it to her to 
Gen ; ſhe made her mark, and it was read 
in evidence. The Lord Chief Baron, in 
ſumming up the caſe, for there was no ob- 
jection taken at the bar to receiving this in 
evidence, but after it had been read the 


learned Judges themſelves upon conſidera- 


tion were of opigion that it ought not to 
have been received. Tt went to the Jury, 
but it went expreſsly, and in a marked man- 
ner, as an examination taken in extremis, 
when the poor creature conſidered herſelf 
near her end. The Judge laboriouſſy 
ſtated to the Jury, that under all thoſe cir- 
cumſtances it could not be received, in the 
only way in which the preſent examination 
is contended to be received. The Lord 
Chief Baron ſays thus: If I was ſatis- 
fed that the caſe was quite full, without 
<« this eircumſtance of her confeſfion, I

* and ordinarily legal evidence conſiſts in

« face of the Court where the priſoner is 
© tried; and that evidence comes down to 
« the jury, under all the advantages which 


examination and croſs-examination can 


© give. There has been admitted beyond 
& that kind of evidence, two other ſpecies 
& of evidence; one is the declaration of 
* the dying perſon, who has been mur-

* der certain circumſtances, to ſtand in the

been, that of examinations taken before a

„ wards to the Court of Gaol Delivery, 
% where, if by accident, the party ſhould

% Adoubt has ariſen gmong us, to which

I am houſe-ſurgeon to the Weſtminſter 
Infirmary. On the 16th day of Auguſt 


this poor woman was brought to the Infir- 


mary between twelve and one; ſnhe was 
wounded in different parts of her body ; 
her face wounded ſuperficially in five or 
' fix different places; her hands wounded 
alſo ſuperficially in four or five places 
there was a deep gaſh on the upper and inte- 
rior part of her cheſt on her breaft ; it ap- 
| peared to have been made by ſome cutting 
inſtrument. 
Were there any other wounds that ap- 
peared to have been made by a cutting in- 
ſtrument? — All of them. 

Were any of theſe wounds, according to 
their firſt appearance, dangerous in your 


opinion? That on the breaſt- bone might 


de dangerous. 

What did you order to this poor woman 
when ſhe was taken under veur care? The 
| wounds were dreſſed. She complained of a 
pain in her right breaſt, 

From her complaint, and your inſpec- 
tion of the part, could you or could you not 
determine that there was any danger from 
that pain? — There were appearances the 
next day of diſcolouration of the ſkin. 

Were there any appearances of danger 
from that? — Ves. 

J apprehend you dreſſed her wounds as 
ſoon as you could? Ves. 

The ſecond day, then, from the diſco- 
jouration of the ſkin, and the complaint 
you had heard the day before, you con- 
ceived there was danger as well from that as 
from the wound in the breaſt ?—Yes.

Upon opening the body, did any cauſe- 
appear to your obſervation from whence 
you aſcribe her death? Ves. 

From what cauſe ?—From a rupture of 
ſome blood veſſel in the cavity of the tho- 
rax, as there were found two quarts of 
blood in the right cavity; the internal miſ—- 
chief correſponded with the external. 

Deſeribe to the ſatisfaction of the Gen- 
tlemen of the Jury to what external appear- 
ance this was connected From the bruiſe 
received on the right breaſt.

ternal injury appeared ?—Yes. 

Do you therefore think that the death of 
the woman was to be attributed to that in- 
jury, according to the beſt of your e | 
and ſkilt ?—] believe it was. 

Did you-at any time communicate to the 
woman your opinion of her ſituation ?— 
No, Sir, I did not; I. Save her the beſt 
hopes. 

Was the head opened ?——[t was not. 

Having gone fo far in your enquiry, were. 
you ſatisfied that the injury you have de- 
ſcribed was the occaſion of her death ?— 
Yes, Sir, I am ſatisfied 1 in my own mind 
that it was. 

Did any other moon attend your exa- 
mination ?—Mr, Watſon, he is here, and 
the phyſicians were preſent. 

Did theſe dangerous ſymptoms: increaſe 
ne didqPQ. 7 
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At what time did you think there was 
imminent danger? About three or four 
days before her death. 

Had the diſcolouration increaſed? No, 
but the difficulty of breathing had become 
greater. 

Ar. Garrow, On the firſt * as far as 
as you recollect, ſhe complained of the 
wounds ?—She did. 

The wound on the breaſt bone was about

not to make an ample defence. by counſel, 
Put to the aſſiſtance of counſel ; therefore, 


though the duty of a profeſſion every now 
then impoſes a painful tafk on an individual, 
every body muſt feel it is the duty of that 
individual to diſcharge that taſk manfully, 
and to the beſt of his power for the life of 
the man committed to his care. Nobody 


can therefore blame me for ſuggeſting two 
_ objections to your Lordſhips. The firſt ob- 


jection is that which goes to an acquittal, 
upon this ground, that the inditment im- 
putes the death of this woman to have taken 
place by means, and under circumſtances, 
which the evidence before your Lordſhip 
and the jury does not ſuſtain. T am not 
uninformed that there may be modes of 
death, which, though not charged with 
perfect accuracy in.the indictment, may be 


charged with ſomething approaching to ac-

curacy ; but I take it t be clear, that if 
the death imputed in the indictment be dif- 
ferent and variable in any eſſential degree, 
that then the defendant will be entitld to 
an acquittal. This has! been long the law 
as laid down in the books; the diſtinction 
has been broadly marked, ſo that any man 
v ha runs may read. In the preſent. caſe 
the indtment: charges, that the death was 
occaſioned by throwing the deceaſed to the 
ground, by beating and preſſing her with 
the hands and knees, and feet, and by that 
ſort of preſſure. I ſhall: confine myſelf to 
my province, and I inſiſt that the evidence 
proves à death by other and different means; 
by means ſo diſtinct, as to be within that 
diſtinction Which the aneient wiſdom of the 
law has laid down, and which entitles the 
defendant to his acquittal. I am aware that 
the ſurgeons have delivered their opinion 
that the death was occaſioned by an extra- 
vaſation of blood which filled the cavity of 
the thorax ; that in their judgment that was 
occaſioned byian external violence oppoſed 
to the breaſt, and not to the ſternon. I 
think, in ſo ſtating it, I do ample juſtice to 
the force of the preſſure of tlie argument 
againſt it; but although the jury are to 
form an opinion, that is to be an opinion 
grounded (I ſpeak it with all the reſpect 
neceſſary) from the premiſes given in 


evidence; and that they have ſaid, that 


the preſſure of external violence on the 
ſternon has in the preſent inſtance done, 
that which in the abſtract it may do: Mr. 
Scott and Mr. Watſon have told your lord- 
ſhips, that from the formation of the hu- 
man body, from the anatomy of thoſe parts, 
the probability was, that the extravaſation 
ſhould rather have been on the ſternon, 
than from that part which is more protected 
from that injury. It the Jury are of opi- 
nion that that is ſo in point of fact, it be- 


comes my duty to apply that in point of law. 


The indictment ſhould have charged that

The lan- 
guage of the law is, that in its wiſdom, it 
attends'ito, and makes allowances for the 
frailties of human nature, as long as human 
nature ſhall continue to be What it is, as 
long as human nature ſhall have its frajl- 
ties and paſſions, ſo long Courts of Juſtice, 
converſant on the tranſactions of human 
nature, muſt neceſſarily pay obedience to 
thoſe paſſions, and to thoſe frailties; there- 
fore, if you helieve the perſonal danger or 
violence threatened to the priſoner at the 
bur, at the time he committed it; then, 
thougli you ſhould be of opinion, that he 
ſhould not have the benefit of the firſt ob- 
jection; yet, with great deference, I ſub- 
mit to the Court, that under this evidence, 
the offence can only be manſlaughter. I 
only mean to ſhew how the law applies, as 
l am ſure the Jury would not hear me, if I 
made any obſervations on the evidence;

in Sommers Town, and keeps a butcher's 
ſhop; it is about four miles or more from 


where the ſheep were loſt. The priſoner 
was not at home; we were waiting at the
